“In making this statemont I am 
only considering the merits of the two 
Sames and not the financial or conr 
ference side of the question. 

“The whole idea of athietics in 


proee ge is for a good systematic exer- 

cise for the students on the belief 
that a sound, fit body, and a clear 
brain go hand in hand. More men 
get a chance in Rugby, the training 
is less severe and the effect of a hard 
game of Rugby is not so detrimental 
to the competing athletes. The Rugby 
player trains much as the track ath- 
lete, with perfect wind and endurance 
the big object.

Supreme Court Reverses It in 
the Stockton Case, 7 


Cities Given the Right to 
Regulate Utilities. 


Part of Act Creating Board 
Is Unconstitutional.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 16—By a 
decision written here today by Jus- 


tice Lucien Shaw of the State su-| °7 


preme Court, the decree of the State 
Rallreag Commission in April, 1913, 
refusing the Oro Electric Corporation 
permission to enter the city of Stock- 
ton, Was reversed. The court rules 
that the power granted ‘to the com- 
mission by the public utilities act to 
grant certificates of public conven- 
lence and necessity is unonnstitutional 
as applied to municipalities. 

This decision is held to be of great 
importance in that it curtails the pow- 
er and jurisdiction of the Railroad 
Commission, reverses what the com- 
missioners thought to be the law, 
and gives to municipalities the right 
to regulate utilities to which they 
Nave granted franchises.
